own return to peace conditions and normal industrial 
and commercial conditions and activities is delayed; 
trade at home and abroad is hampered; the rehabill- 
tation. of Europe, which involves questions of life 
or death for millions, questions of war or peace, of 
stabilized Governments or revolution, of the revival 
of life-sustaining industry or chaos, awaits our 
action. The question of the successful operation of 
the League of Nations to enforce justice and peace 
hangs in the balance. 

There is no severer critic of the peace treaty than 
Maynard Keynes, member of the Supreme Economic 
Council for Great Britain, who resigned because he 
opposed the terms of the treaty. His book, “The 
Economic Consequences of the Peace Treaty,” several 
chapters of which have been published in the New 
Republic, has created a sensation. But Mr. Keynes 
is an intelligent critic and speaks from thorough 
knowledge of European conditions. In his chapter 
on “How to Amend the Treaty’? he denounces a 
number of articles in both the German treaty and the 
peace covenant and concludes with this pregnant 
paragraph: 

But while it would be wrong and foolish to con- 
ceal from ourselves in the interests of “idealism”’ 
the real difficulties of the position in the special 
matter of revising treaties, that is no reason for 
any of us to decry the League, which the wis- 
dom of the world may yet transform into a pow- 
erful instrument of peace, and which in Articles 
XI—XVII has already accomplished a great and 
beneficent achievement. I agree, therefore, that 
our first efforts for the revision of tha treaty. 
must “be made through the League rather than 
in any other way, in the hope that the force of 
general opinion, and, if necessary, the use of 
financial pressure and financial inducements, may 
be enough to prevent a recalcitrants minority 
from exercising their right of veto. We must 
trust the new Governments, whose existence I 
premise in the principal allied countries, to show 
a profounder wisdom and a greater magnanimity 
than their predecessors. 

The articles to which Mr. Keynes refers provide 
safeguards against the outbreak of war between mem- 
bers of the League and between members and non- 
members. If the embers of war now flashing up or 
smoldering in Central and Eastern Europe are not 
put out, a destructive conflagration is imminent. If 
the populations of Europe are not supplied with food 
and raw materials for industry, chaos will follow. 
The consequences of delay may be incalculably dis- 
astrous to the world, to us and to civilization. Yet 
while the volcano seethes, Senators, moved by par- 
tisan rage and blind stupidity, play with fate. 
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BUSINESS IS BUSINESS. 


Sir George Paish, the British economist, is not dis- 
couraged about Europe. Notwithstanding the indus- 
trial disorganization and the big, pressing monetary 
needs of many of the nations, Europe is not bank- 
rupt, he says, and the impoverished nations can get 


necessary assistance. 

Europe’s financial needs are estimated by this au- 
thority at $20,000,000,000. A bond issue by the 
League of Nations is the plan he advances for meet- 
ing the requirements. He admits the present cove-

But whether we enter the league or not, and re- 
gardiess of the plan of assistance finally adopted, 
it is manifest that the powerful nations must co- 
operate in helping the weaker nations. They must 
do that, not only as a matter of humanitarianism, but 
as a matter of business. If the United States expects 
to sell goods to Europe the buyers must be able to 
buy. That is equally true of other nations such as 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Germany. 

The statesmen of the other nations comprehend 
the situation. Most of our statesmen do, too. But 
we have so-called statesmen in the Senate who seem 
to think we can turn our back on Europe. The dif- 
ficulties of Europe, Senator Reed, for example, has 
declared, are of Europe's own making. It is Eu- 
rope’s funeral, not ours. Let Europe solve her own

facts it may summon as a witness any person whose 
testimony is deemed relevant, competent and enlight- 
ening. Possessed of this knowledge, the court renders 
its decision. 

While this is being done the creative act provides 
for the operation of the industry. Employes may 
not strike. Employers may not quit. Both must stay 
on the job. If the findings are unsatisfacory to either 
party appeal may be taken to the State Supreme 
Court, but while such appeal is pending the order for 
continuous operation is in force. In short, the right 
of any interest to jeopardize the public's right to life 
and the essentials of life is denied. The public right 
is declared paramount. 

Both capital and labor object to the plan. Capital 
characterizes the court as paternalism and declares 
that by statute the State has appropriated to itself 
the power of confiscation which the Constitution de- 
nies. Labor calls this court a species of State social- 
ism. There is warrant for both criticisms but at 
present the public will regard these as academic. The 
one question which now commands the public’s in- 
terest is, Will the Kansas Industrial Court work? 
Will the attempt to make arbitration a kinetic force 
in the adjustment of industrial differences, instead of 
a passive means, prove a success in practice? 

It remains for Kansas to answer that question.

Mr. Capper gives him a helpful suggestion when he 
says that if half as many profiteers were put in jail 
as aliens have been deported, “we should be in far 
less danger of contracting the red ‘flu’ of Bolshevism.” 


METHODS IN **PLU’’-PREVENTION. 

In combating the new outbreak of influenza this 
year, alarmist measures have fortunately been so far 
absent in St. Louis. The-disease has reached a stage 
where Mayor Kiel in a proclamation officially de- 
clares that its existence constitutes an emergency. 
He has accordingly invested Health Commissioner 
Starkloff with plenary power in dealing with it, but 
we may hope that this will not mean any resort to 
drastic, panic-producing methods. The local theory 
of influenza prevention last year showed no advance 
over the primitive notion that the way to oppose the 
spread of such epidemic is by making a recluse of 
the average citizen and by suspending all activities 
that might interfere with having the thought of his 
danger ever present in mind. ‘ 
There is no longer any excuse for a resort to drastic 
measures this year. Bxperience has shown that the 
best results are given by those precautions that pro- 
pose only the minimum of alteration in the usual life 
of the people. 

There are very effective safeguards for the invalid 
which it would be foolhardy to ignore. The careful 
citizen will study the Manner in which the infection 
is communicated and will avoid the possibility of ex- 
posure. But methods that merely proclaim a state of 
siege and throw whole communities into a condition 
of fear do more harm than good.

COMPULSORY MEDIATION IN CANADA. 
From the Denver News. 


OR nearly a decade now Canada has had a law 

providing for compulsory mediation tn all dis- 
putes affecting industries of a public character — 
that is to say, transport, mining, lighting, tele- 
phones and telegraphs. 

No lockout and no strike is lawful in any of 
these industries until after mediation has been 
tried. The Board of Mediation consists of one 
representative of each disputant and a third 
chosen by the two, or, in case they cannot agree, 
by the Minister of Labor. 

Violation of the law is punished in the case of 
the employer by a fine of from $100 to $1000 for 
each day the violation continues, and in the case 
of the worker by a fine of from $10 to $50 for 
each day. 

If mediation fails, a lockout or strike is per- 
mitted. 

Under this law tn the course of eight years 177 
Gieputes were submitted to mediation, and in ail 
but 19 cases mediation was effective.

measured, and inspectéd, only five 
were found to be normal. 

To illustrate what proper diet will 
do for a child, two nutrition classes 
were started in Ottumwa _ schools 
In one were eight children, each 
from five to 14. pounds under weight. 
They are being given one pint of 
milk daily for three months. One 
cup is given in the morning recess 
and one in the afternoon. 

At the other school, 
served at 10:15 each morning to the 
class selected, It consists of a large 
dish of well-cooked oatmeal, with 
sugar and whole milk, a glass of 
milk and graham crackers. The 
children are very eager for this 
plain wholesome food. 

The records of gain are interest- 
ing. Every child has made at least 
a two-pound gain. One 9-year-old 
boy, six pounds underweight, has 
gained eight pounds, and one 11- 
year-old boy, 17 pounds under 
weight and in extremely poor phy- 
sical condition, has gained nine 


pounds, and his general health is, 


much improved.
